The Conservationist 
On September 25, President Kennedy 
is scheduled to visit the small village of 
Millford in Pike County to dedicate the 
Pinchot Institute of Conservation. It 
will be quite a day for the community to 
our north. 
However, despite the importance of 
the personage making the dedication, 
we feel that the people of northeastern 
Pennsylvania should be even more hon­ 
ored by the name and memory of Gif­ 
ford Pinchot, for whom the institute is 
named. 
Nationally, Pinchot, who was twice 
Governor of Pennsylvania and a close 
friend of President Theodore Roosevelt, 
has been held in high esteem as the first 
National Forester. 
At various times, 
he has been designated as the father of 
forestry and the founder rf conserva­ 
tion in the United States. In the north­ 
west, there is a national forest named in 
his honor. 
To those of us In northeastern Penn­ 
sylvania, the memory of Gifford Pin­ 
chot is even wanner. He was a friend 


and neighbor to many of us, and always 
had time to stop off for a chat. 
It is indeed fitting that his home­ 
stead, Grey Towers, which overlooks 
Milford, has been selected as the site for 
a conservation center which will pre­ 
pare and disseminate information on 
conservation, as well as train personnel 
for work in this field. 
On this same site, more than half a 
century ago, was founded the first for­ 
estry school in the United States. This 
school, operated by Yale University on 
the Pinchot estate, trained the early 
conservationists, and this training re­ 
sulted in the great forest preserves 
which our nation possesses today. 
Along with the national scope of Pin- 
chot’s work, our own Poconos area will 
be forever in his debt. It was his lead­ 
ership that nurtured the respect and 
love we have for our beautiful wood­ 
lands, which for years have been fam­ 
ous for their natural beauty. 
The new institute is a fitting me­ 
morial to Gifford Pinchot—conserva­ 
tionist, statesman, neighbor and friend.

The center predict* that total state, 
local and federal tax revenues will rise 
from 1962’s $158.1 billion to about $275 
billion, while government spending will 
jump from $160.6 billion to $282.8 bil­ 
lion—still a few billions ahead of gov­ 
ernment revenues. 
Only the unskilled worker will not 
participate in this golden age of 1973. 
He will suffer from the increasingly 
complicated technological advances of 
business and industry. 
But everyone else can sit back and 
enjoy that $904 billion gross national 
product and look for that $9,300 aver­ 
age family income.

Washington — With direct Fed­ 
eral 
Reserve cooperation, the 
Kennedy administration is set to 
resort to a Little-known emer­ 
gency power in the event the con­ 
tinuing heavy drain of gold re­ 
serves slashes the total below the 
25 per cent required for currency 
ooverr Je. 
When the country’s gold re­ 
serves s.ok below the 512.3 bil­ 
lion rn. n unum necessary for cur­ 
rency 
backing, 
the 
Reserve 
Board will suspend this statutory 
provision. 
This extraordinary authority is 
included in the same decades-old 
law that established the 25 per 


cent currency coverage. The Re­ 
serve Board has never invoked 
it 
But Reserve Chairman William 
MoC. Martin has agreed to do 
so if and when this grave mo­ 
mentary crisis arises. 
Purpose of this unprecedented 
action would 
to make good 
the President’s proclaimed in­ 
tention to continuo a “free gold’’ 
policy; that is, delivering gold 
for dollars on the demand of for­ 
eign creditors. He has declared 
that our entire gold reserves are 
available to back up the dollar 
in this manner.

HARRISBURG — Legislative 
irresponsibility (part onei. 
There can be little doubt rivet 
the now defunct 1963 Legislature 
will go down as somewhat af a 
classic illustration of “legisla­ 
tive irresponsibility" — the ap­ 
pellation lawmakers so violent­ 
ly detest hearing (perhaps be­ 
cause rn too many cases it is a 
flat truism). 
Over the years Pennsylvania's 
legislative brethren have preen­ 
ed their feathers to a bright hue 
—one might say a “distinctive 
lustre”, brushed with a 59000 an­ 
nual recompense, a satisfying 
and comfortable ret irement pro­ 
gram when they're boated out of 
office, special parking stalls on 
Capitol Hill, a virtual take-over 
of the Main Capital Building, 
a ten-centra-mile milage reim­ 
bursement token, special license 
plates plush office wastebaskets 
(540 buckets no leos) and simi­ 
lar emoluments. 
Fen* this the 290 members af 
the Legislature meet a couple 
of months a year “to cany on 
year’s legislative festive board 
gathering Lasted seven months 
—actually TS legislative days for 
the House of Representatives 
and 73 for the Senate). 
AU of this could perhaps bs 
forgoven in one maimer or an­ 
other, or semi-justified, if the 
Lawmaking brethren could ar 


would really meet their lespon- 
s.bitities to the hilt—rather than 
flapping 
somewhat aimlessly 
and then disbanding in a pother 
of indecision, political blather 
and dangling inaction. 
To illustrate the point: 
Every session there is the 
matter of providing funds for 
various and 
sundry 
nan-state 
owned facilities — state aided 
facilities, such as colleges, uni­ 
versities and some 
180 local 
community hospitals. 
The important point is that 
tins was nothing “new” for the 
1963 session; this state aid has 
become just as much as ac­ 
cepted part and parcel af rou­ 
tine state government responsi­ 
bility pattern as appropriating a 
modest sum for the maintenance 
of the Complanter Indian Res­ 
ervation in Warren County. 
For the aforementioned State 
aided institutions this financial 
aid is as much a pattern of their 
yearly fiscal living as the beds 
they have 
in 
their 
hospital 
rooms and the rooms the col­ 
leges and universities have in 
their dormitories. It’s 
actually 
■m il pittance from the state as 
a whole for yoeman services 
these facilities perform. 
This year this state aid was 
projected at anxnvd 557 nullum. 
Then the 1963 Legislature tos­ 


sed itself in the graveyard — 
went into final adjournment— 
for about the first time in his­ 
tory without clearing this state 
aid. 
Net results: 
these 
already 
hard-pressed facilities now ars 
faced with scratching far funds 
they don’t have, with the added- 
cost borrowing route the only 
road lift open. 
For example, Penn State’s 
President Erie A. Walker the 
other day estimated that the in­ 
stitution would have to borrow 
perhaps as much as 510,000,000 
by the end of the year—and you 
don’t borrow that kind of money 
for a few poses. 
Community hospitals through­ 
out the state in the not too dis­ 
tant future also will begin to feel 
the pmch-off created by the ad­ 
journed 1963 Legiriature. 
Theoretically of course Chs 
problem can be solved by the 
Governor calling a special ses­ 
sion, or including the subject in 
a special session call (which in 
all probability is what will hap­ 
pen)—but the important point is 
that any such gubernatorial ac­ 
tion marks the executive branch 
of the government as the re­ 
sponsible agency when by con­ 
stitutional decree it is exdurive- 
ly the legislative branch’s re­ 
al wnsi baldy!

Soon the heart rate becomes 
more rapid and the blood pres­ 
sure rises. Tempers may flare 
and erupt explosively when a 
partner makes the first error rn 
bidding. And, of course, only 
partners ever make mistakes. 
Dr. Milton Ende of Virginia, 
himself a bridge expert, became 
interested in the physical and 
psychological c h a n g e s that 
might occur 
during 
routine 
games of social and tournament 
bridge. With scientific orderli­ 
ness, be performed many tests 
on the heart, blood pressure and 
pulse rate. Electrocardiograms 
were taken before, during and 
after play. 
Result* Of Study 
He found that the heart beat 
and the pulse rate fluctuated 
and increased, especially during 
exciting moments of the game. 
He found no perceptible changes 
hi the electrocardiograph, which 
should he comforting to chron­ 
ic bridge players. 
He did find definite changes 
In the blood pressure, especial­ 
ly during critical periods of. the 
game. 
An Interesting 
and 
rather 
characteristic psychological ob­ 
servation was the sleeplessness 
that followed concentrated tour­ 
nament play. Apparently, exhi­ 
laration and personel chastise­ 


ment for errors in judgment in­ 
terfered with restful sleep. 
When playing gin rummy, cas­ 
ino or even that gentle game of 
“peace and patience”, heed the 
advice of your opponents when 
they say, “Don’t get excited! 
Watch your blood pressure!” 
Actually, the studies of Dr. 
Ende should convince us that 
bridge is anything but a haz­ 
ardous game.

The 
committee is studying the com­ 
plex baiance-of-payments - de­ 
ficit issue, and Dillon was close­ 
ly questioned about administra­ 
tion measure* to deal with it, 
particularly the continuing evap­ 
oration ai the gold reserves. 
Since 1962, they have plum­ 
meted from 523.2 billion to 515.6 
billie*.. 
That leaves only 53 3 
billion (over the 512.3 bffibon 
minimum) for meeting potential 
foreign dams of more than 932 
bill rn. 
The bulk of this 97.6 billion loss 
in gold has gone to France, West 
Germany, Italy. Japan and other 
Western 
countries that have 
benefited enormously from U. S. 
economic and military aid. 
During tins period, U. S. for­ 
eign aid expenditures have been 
more than 545 billion. 
If the gold outflow continues st 
the rate it has in the past five 
years (around JI billion a year), 
the reserves wall sink below the 
required 25 per cent currency 
coverage by 1906-67. 
Senator Jack Miller, R-Iowa, 
asked D.llon what happens then. 
“You state that currency de­ 
flation is out af the question," 
said Miler. 
“It seems to me 
that if we continue at the rate 
we are going, within a matter of 
two or three years we won’t 
have any free gold to deliver in 
payment of debts

“The chairman of the Federal 
Reserve has stated flat lf (he 
situation should arise, It would 
be hie intention lo make OM of 
flus authority. 
"The chairman has pointed out 
the existence of this authority. 
So this is not to try to minimize 
the seriousness of the situation, 
but merely to point out that 
there is no particular single point 
at which suddenly we would not 
be able to give gold to foreign 
count ne* if they so desire. We 
would still be ake to do it even 
though it would require this 
waiver. That is the reason for 
the President s statement in Feb­ 
ruary 1961. when he declared 
that our enure gold stock is 
av .tiUbio to back up the dollar.”

Spare Those Rattlesnakes, 
Tocks Planners Are Asked

Their champion is a research 
team of naturalists who have rec­ 
ommended that tho rattlesnakes 
be protected in tho proposed multi 
rn i 11 i o n-dollar development of 
Tocks Island recreation area. 
The scientists 
have 
surveyed 
72,000 acres on both sides of the 
Delaware River from the D ela-1 
ware W ater Gap to Port J e rv is 1 
N. Y. 
The purpose w as to inventory 
the plant life, geology and ani­ 
m als so the National Park Serv­ 
ice can plan the future use of 
the land. 
Rattlesnake Dens 
Among 
the 
naturalists’ 
finds 
wore rattlesnake dens in the re­ 
mote uplands af the wilderness. 
The snakes, they reported, “ as­ 
semble in the dens in Septem­ 
ber.” 
The dens are caves or crevices 
entered through small holes in the 
cliffs. 
Sometimes 
the 
snakes 
em erge to sun 
themselves, 
but 
retreat in cold weather and don't 
reappear until spring. 
And 
although 
most 
persons 
think of rattlesnakes as something 


to get rid of, the survey team 
said the dens should “ be definite­ 
ly preserved as areas of great 
natural history.” 
Bald Eagle Spotted 
The scientists also 
spotted a 
bald eagle in the Milford high­ 
lands. This vanishing bird, the na­ 
tional symbol, m ay increase its 
num ber if the land is developed, 
the surveyists said. 
H earings on the creation af 35- 
mile recreation area are pending 
in Washington. 
The recreation area w as first 
proposed by the U.S. A rm y E n­ 
gineer District. It was p art of a 
decision by the Army Engineers 
to dam the Delaware R iver at 
Tocks Island, about six m iles up­ 
stream from the Delaware W ater 
Plans In Project 
The project would provide flood 
control, an adequate w ater supply 
for metropolitan areas including 
Philadelphia, hydroelectric power 
.and recreation facilities. The cost 
would total about $177 million. 
Legislation for construction 
of 
the dam has been approved. The 
dam is expected to be completed 
in 1975.
